Jt was founded 
by the late Sir Arthur Pearson— 
himself blind—and until his death 
was controlled and directed by 
him 
The training at St. Dunstan’s 
equips blinded thén for” every 
possible occupation that the sight- 
less can follow. ‘Nearly 2,000 men 
were sent back from the ‘battle- 
fields without their ‘most precious 


gift, eye-sight. They were help- 


less and hopeless; but, from St. 
Dunstan's clags rooms,’ workshops 
and training establishments they 
have gone into the world again fit 
and able to hold their own in many, 
professions, crafts and occupa- 
tions. ‘They have been established 
as trained masseurs, accountants, 
insurance brokers, business 
organisers, teiephone operators, 
-shorthand-typists, carpenters and 
joiners, mat makers, basket 
makers, boot’ repairers, poultry 
farmers and in other branches of 
industry.

Sir,—It has been th the. custom since 
the early days of the ‘Colony to 
allow owners of property ‘adjoin- 
ing: the principal streets to build 
verandahs over’ the sidewalka of 
those.streets. This ‘is: an obvious 
advantage to the property owner, 
he gets protection for his windows 
without sacrificing apace, ‘it is an 
advantage to the. occupier, who 
getsa convenient sitting out space 
practically in the open air but 
protected from the weather. It is 
also.an advantage to the’ public 
as it gives protection from ‘the 
weather to those using the aie 
walk, a protection, which {s- of, 
considerable value in a climate like | 
this. . The custom is of the nature 
of a privilege, the property owner 
paysno-rent nor premium for the 
accommodation, he signs an agree- 
ment undertaking to remove the 
verandah when called’ upon to‘do 
so, and he is charged. with the cost 
of paving” under the verandah. 
But the custom is so far establish- 
ed as to be the ‘subject of certain 
sections in the Pyplic Health and 
Building : Ordinante, These gec- 
tions do ‘not in any case specify 
definitely ‘that verandahs will be 
allowed, but by specifying the 
conditions under which they. will 
not be .allowed—e.g. if the street 
is leas than 50 feet in width—they 


leave it. to be inferred that: in|, 


cases where they are not speci- 


ficalty excluded there will be. no |’ 


question about their being allow- 
ed. It seems to the writer’ that 
what the Colony wanta is’ some 
continuity, some-fixed rules,’ to 
know where we are, and not to. 
be subject to changes to suit the 
ideas of any particular official: 
This however is not the view 
taken by the Building: Authority 
who at the present time is dis- 
allowing ‘verandahs in places 
where they would have been allow- 
ed without . question twelve 
months 880, and this action has 
given rise.to the suspicion that 
the time will shortly arrive when 


no new verandahs will be allowed, 


over the public footpaths and even 
that a date may come when exist- 
ing verandahs must be - taken 
down, The case against verandahs 
has not recently been stated in 
public’ Twenty years ago ‘Pro- 
fessor Simpson in‘a report on the 
sanitation of the Colony pointed 
out that they obstructed the access 
of, sunlight into the. rooms. 
Against this it may be said that 


they allow much better ventilation. 


of the rooms during the rainy 


season, and beyond this the-con-
